COMMENT ON THE SITUATION. 


The danger of the United States be- 
coming entangled in a foreign war 
has become a theme of conversation 
in many places ag the result of the 
threat by the Germans to establish a 
submarine blockade of the British 
Isles. The Czar arrived at the front 
vesterday and the Russians became a 
little more bold. The news of the 
fighting from all quarters save Egypt, 
however, indicates that the command- 
ers are merely bent on keeping their 
troops active and warm during the 
winter months. Such progress as has 
been made recently in any quarter is 
hardly worth chronicling. 


All the foreign legations are re- 
ported to be on the point of evacuating 
Mexico City. If they do, it is highly 
probable that the foreign governments 
(in fact, it is all but a certainty,) will 
ask the United States to look after

HICAGO BUREAU OF THE 
4 TIMES, Feb. 5.—Heavy snowfall 
over the West and Northwest and 
rain in all the Bast Central and mcet 
of the West Central States today and 
continuing tonight, increases the peril 
of floods in the Ohio and Mississippi 
valleys, which had been temporarily 
checked by the cold weather. Bliz- 
zards are raging tonight in Iowa, Ne- 
braska, Wisconsin, the Dakotas and 
parts of Minnesota. Repcrts from 
Wisconsin and Iowa say the snow is 
from three to twelve feet deep. 

Passenger trains are trying to fight 
their way through with two or three 
locomotives, but freight trains have 
been abandond. This great excess of 
sncw along the head waters of the 
Missouri and Mississippi rivers will 
send an immense volume of water 
into those streams, with the advent 
of warmer weather. Heavy and con- 
tinuous rains and melting snow in all 
the district tributary to the Ohio 
River will soon send that stream out 
of bounds. Ccnditions are already 
alarming at Cincinnati, Evansville and 
other cities along the Ohio. An- 
nouncement is made that the Union 
station will be vacated in Cincinnati 
tomorrow because of the flood. The 
flood stage is ncw at fifty-five feet. 

An ice gorge toda y the 
Vandalia railway bridge at Waynes- 
ville, In, and all traffic Over that 
line is suspended until a temporary 
structure can be bullt. An ice gorge 
of immense proportions has formed 
against the Alton railroad bridge near 
Lawndale, III, and men have been 
working two days and nights trying to 
dynamite it loose. Similar action is 
being taken at other bridges men- 
aced by the floods and ice. A 
sudden drop in the temperature to- 
night relieved the situation to a con- 
siderable extent. 

Near Beardstown, III. a train was 
wrecked when it struck a portion cf 
trackage undermined by flood water. 
Nine passengers were injured when 
two of the cars turned over and rolled 
into a miniature lake. 

Snow has fallen all day and is fall- 
ing tonight in Tllinois, Indiana. Wis- 
consin, Michigan, Towa, and Minne- 
sota, while rain is falling in New 
Yerk, Pennsylvania, lower Ohio, low- 
er Indiana, Southern Illinois, Tennes- 
see and Kentucky. Freezing weather 
is all that will prevent disastrous 
floods at this time. 


CINCINNATI DEPOT 
TO BE ABANDONED.

CINCINNATI (0.) Feb. 5.—The 
union depot of several railroads here 
will be vacated tomorrow on account 
of a predicted ficod stage of fifty-five 
feet. The roads were making prepara- 
tions tonight to use their suburban 


Freight 
movements will not be seriously 
hampered. 

The rising waters of the Ohio River 
tore from its moorings today a coa!

NEW YORK, Feb. 5.—Pleas of nolo 
contenders—regarded by the govern- 
ment as an admission of the truth 
of the charges—were entered today 
by seven manufacturers, members of 
the Eastern Boxboard Club, to indict- 
ments charging them with violation 
of the gherman law. H. Snowden 
Marshall, United States WD strict At- 
torney, acquiesced in the pleas on the 
ground that an investigation dis- 
closed that the defendants had made

The Federal Court took the pleas 
under advisement until tomorrow. 

The indictments were found in 1911 
and named nineteen defendants.

pany: J. C. Williams, president of the 
Piedmont (N. Y.) Paper Board Com- 
pany; W. G. Shortless of the Haver- 
hill (Mass.) Boxboard Company; 
Frank 8. Harrison of Halltown, Va.; 
Louis Newman of the Tonawanda 
(N. Y.) Paper Company, and William 
M. Smith of the American Paper 
Company of this city. 

The indictment charged the de- 
fendants, whose mills produced daily 
1093 tons of boxbeard papers, with 
combining illegally ana conspiring. to 
restrain interstate trade by curtailing 
their output and fixing prices. Justice 
Neterer, in taking the pleas under ad- 
visement, stated he wished to examine 
this indictment.

the gravest danger of embroil- | 
ment of the United States in the Eu- 
ropean conflict that has yet con- 
fronted the ation is perceived in 
the announcements of the German 
Admiralty delineating war zones in 
the waters surrounding Great Britain, 
Ireland, the French coast and neutral 
Holland. 

The illegality of this procedure, the 
complete disregard of all public law 
and of the usages of nations which it 
entails is scarcely questioned in 
Washington. Yet it is not upon this 
phase of the matter that attention 
centers. 

Those threats to neutral shipping 
which the Admiralty’s announcement 
makes, and which possess no warrant 
in law, give ground for a protest from 
the United States. 

This protest may be made. It prob- 
ably will be, but such a course has 
not been definitely decided upon. 
Neither is this the phase of the mat- 
ter upon which attention centers. The 
one consideration which fixed atten- 
tion here today is the likelihood of 
such violation of vital American in- 
terests resulting from the German pol- 
icy that the United States will, despite 
itself, be drawn into the vortex. 

“The waters around Great Britain 
and Ireland,” says the German an- 
nouncement, “are declared a war 
zone. Every enemy merchant ship 
found in this war zone will be de- 
stroyed. Also neutral ships in the 
war zone are in danger.“ 

Thus American ships on the route 
to England, Holland and France. even 
to Germany, are to be in danger of 
destruction by German submarine 
moreover, American passengers on 
board any merchant ship taking this 
route are to be in danger of death. 

The German government has de- 
creed this. If it can accomplish it, 
there is obviously imminent danger of 
loms of innocent American lives and 
of neutral American property on the 
free high seas, for such work of de- 
struction, the Germans declare, is to 


be carried on, “even if it is impossible 
to avert dangers which threaten 
crew and passengers.” 

Officials here admit privately that a

RUSSIANS RESUME OFFENSIVE 
DIRECTLY WEST WARSAW. 


incident with the arrival at the 
front of Emperor Nicholas, the 
Russians have assumed the offensive 
directly west of Warsaw and, accord- 
ing to a Russian official statement, 
have crossed the Bzura River and 
taken some German positions. This, 
in the opinion of military experts, 
will, if the Russians have sufficient 
forces at their disposal, break the 
deadlock which has existed in the bat- 
tle in Central Poland for so many 
weeks.

This would mean practically a sev- 
erance of diplomatic relations by all 
countries and present a unique status 
for Mexico in the family of nations.

Discussed at Capital. 


England to be Asked as to 
Die of Neutral Flags. 
Situation Extremely Serious, 
Our Diplomats Admit. 


{BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.) 

- WASHINGTON, Feb. 5.—President 
Wilson and his Cabinet discussed to- 
day the possible effects on neutral 
shipping of the German proclama- 
tion, declaring as naval war zones 
the water areas surrounding Great 
Britain and Ireland and bordering 
the north and west coasts of France 
and a portion of The Netherlands. 

Inasmuch as the text of the Ger- 
man Admiralty’s proclamation had 
not arrived, no conclusions were 
reached and no consensus of opinion 
developed as to what diplomatic 
steps would be taken by the United 
States government. Should the com- 
munication fail to arrive by tomor- 
row, Acting Secretary Lansing will 
direct Ambassador Gerard at Berfin 
to make customary inquiry at the 
German Foreign Office as to the au- 


thenticity of a published report. 
If the German proclamation, when 


Officially transmitted, corresponds in 


phraseology to the report which came 
by wireless yesterday, it was sug⸗ 
gested in executive quarters that the 
course of the American government 
probably would be to inquire, first, of 
the German government what meas- 
ures of protection or convoy can be 
expected by American merchant ships 
Passing through the designated war 
zones to neutral ports, and, second, 
of the British government as to 
whether or not it has issued the al- 
leged secret order permitting the use 
of neutral flags by her merchantmen. 
A denial by Great Britain of the eng- 
tence of the order would be followed, 
it is understood, by an inquiry of the 
German authorities as to proof of 
their charge. The suggestion. that 
neutral flags were being misused 
caused no /ittle coneern among high 
officials, who said they had heard no 
reports of it before. 
SCOPE OF THE ORDER. 

Beyond seekisig to establish what 
measures the German navy will take 
to aid American ships in passing 
safely through the war zones, and 
what efforts will be made to verify 
the neutral character of vessels fly- 
ing the American flag, it was stated 
on high authority that the United 
States government probably would 
not go. The right of a belligerent to 
designate a water area as a War 
zone within which it is dangerous 
for neutral craft to nture is a 
lately recognized principle of inter- 
national law, thaugh the extent of 
the zone, the degree of menace to 
neutral vessels and the right to in- 
terrupt lawful commerce in the only 
existing water routes between neutral 
countries have never been detined. 

The declaration by Great Britain 
of the North Sea as a war zone, be- 
cause of the mines strewn there, 
called forth protests from some of 
the European neutral countries, but 
the United States made no protests. 
Pilots were furnished for neutral 
ships. Similarly during the Ruaso- 
Japanese war, it was recalled by offi- 
clals today, there were designated by 
Japan twelve “strategic areas.” Cer- 
tain rules were promulgated for the 
treatment of neutral ships in those 
zones and something of the same 
character is expected to result in the 
present situation, 


BELIEF OF DIPLOMATS. 


High officials here did not believe. 
as some German papers have inti- 
mated, that the German government 
Intended deliberately to destroy neu- 
tral vessels in the war zone. Rules 
of international law, it was pointed 
out, call r careful search of a neu- 
tral vessel to determine how much 
of its cargo is contraband, and; even 
then, the ship can be destroyed only 
in rare emergencies and on the con- 
fident assumption that it would have 
been condemned as a prize. 

While in many quarters the action 
of Germany was referred go as a 
“blockade” technically, the designa- 
tion of war zones is an entirely differ. 
ent matter. Neutral vessels under a 
blockade are absolutely forbidden 
from entering the blockaded. areas, 
but under Germany's proclamation 
there is no penalty or obstacle directly 
placed against the passage of a neu- 
tral ship through a war zone after 
giving warnings against the dangers 
that exist there. In effect a neutral 
vessel enters the dangerous area at 
its own risk, a situation somewhat 
analogous to the mine-strewn fields 
of the North Sea, though destruction 
by a submarine whose nationality 
could be ascertained would differ in 
legal consequences from the explosion 
of a contact mine, responsibility for 
the laying of which might never be 
fixed. 

ADMIRALTY’'S NOTICE. 

The German admiraltv's notice, it 
was contended at the German Em- 
assy, is the natufal result of the 
British attitude toward foodstuffs in- 
tended for Germany. While nothing 
further had been received at the em- 
bassy than the text of the order, and 
this not directly from the Foreign 
Office, but through war press reports 
sent by the ‘Sayville wireless, it was 
made plain that the intention of the 
order, as understood here, is to pre- 
vent the entrance of food into Eng- 
land. The German understanding of 
the situation seems to be, it was ex- 
plained, that it is the purpose of 
Pritain not only to stop the cargo of 
food on the steamer Wilhelmina but 
to seize other cargoes. While none 
of the neutral embassies and legations 
had instructions from their home 
governments today, it was suggested 
by some of the diplomats whose coun- 
tries had been active in following up 
shipping interference with represen- 
tations that it was unlikely that a 
change from the policy of protesting 
in specific cases only would be made. 
The possibility of a joint protest by 
neutrals was discussed Informally at 
some length in diplomatic quarters, 
but without official sanction. 

It was stated at the legation of The 
Netherlands that a conference would 
be held tomorrow between the min- 
ister, Chevalier Van Rappard, and 
officials of the State Department, in 
order to ascertain the probable action 
of this government. 

Officials at the legatfon charac 
terized the situation as extremely 
serious for all neutrals whose ships 
ordinarily pase through the danger

Meyer, Walter Mullon and Herrmann 
Wegener. 


“The suspect, John Aucher.“ the in- 
dictments state, “is really Albert 0 
Adams, a special agent of the De- 
partment of Justice, who at the time 
of the arrest of the defendants made 
@ pretense of resisting arrest and was 
held in default of $20,000, to deceive 
the conspirators who, it is charged, 
had paid him $300 for obtaining pass- 
ports bearing the names of Herbert 
. Wilson, Stanley F. Martin and Ed- 
gar Lund.” 

Maurice Deiches, the lawyer, who 
was arrested in Philadelphia January 
2, wag not named as defendant in the 
indictments. 

The defendant Von Wedell, the m- 
dictments state, is believed to be in- 
terned in an alien enemy camp in 
England. Vbn Wedell, it is charged, 
paid John P. Corrigan, formerly in 
charge of the Mayor's License Ru- 
reau, $15 for two blank application 
blanks. 

According to the indictments, the 
conspiracies were formed on Novem- 
ber 1, 1914, and in furtherance of 
them Von Wedell opened headquar- 
ters at a clubhouse here. Von Wedon 
is believed to have escaped on the 
Norwegian liner Bergensfjord, which 
was held up by a revenue cutter when 
it started for Norway Although ihe 
vessel was searched he was missed, 
the indictments state, while other de- 
fendants were taken off. The indict- 
ment recites that the Norwegian liner 
was afterward held up by a British 
cruiser and that one of the four men 
taken from it and placed in a deten- 
tién camp is believed to have been 
Von Wedell.

DEATH OF GEN. BRIDOUX. 


French Army Surgeon Describes 

Touching End of Brave Commander 

of Cavalry Corps. 

(RY ATLANTIC CABLE AND A, P.} 

PARIS, Jan. 21.—The Temps pub- 
lishes the following story of the death 
of Gen. Bridoux, taken from the note- 
book of an army surgeon, just re- 
turned from captivity in Germany: 
I passed yesterday through one of 
the most touching experiences of my 
life,” the surgeon writes. “Gen. 
Bridoux, in command of our cavairy 
corps, died in my arms. I have seen 
many deaths in twenty years, and 1 
have read of the deaths of Plutarch 
and of the generals of the empire, but 
I am convinced that so noble a soul 
as that of Gen. Bridoux has rarely 
animated a mortal.

CAIRO (Egypt) Feb. 5 (via Lon-

BRYAN TALKING AGAIN, 


Secretary Discusses Railroads, Leav- 
ing Substitute in the Cabinet to Take 
Care of His Work. 

(BY A. P. NICHT WITRE.1 

INDIANAPOLIS, Feb. 5.—Charging 
that the railroads “do not treat the 
public with the fullest honesty and 
sincerity,” William J. Bryan, Secre- 
tary of State, spoke on The Ran- 
roads’ Relation to the Business 
World” at the annual banquet of the 
Transportation Club here tonight. He 
told his audience, which was largely 
composed of railroad men, that all 
reform railroad lieeisiation had been 
brought about against the wishes of 
the railroads. He denounced “wa- 
tered stock” and declared that the 
raflroads should have enough surplus 
“laid by” to pay dividends. 

Twenty years ago, when he and oth- 
er men were fighting against rebates 
and other evils, he said, they were 
denounced ag “demagogcues.” He had 
the support of only two rallroad pres- 
idents when he ran for President, 
the Secretary said, yet he bore the 
railroads no malice. “This is the first 
chance I've had to speak as I have 
wanted to to railroad men,” he said. 

Pon · be afraid of the people,” was 
Mr. Bryan advice to the railroads. 
“They are not your enemies, they are 
your friends. Evils in this country 
have not been eradicated until the 
plain people of the country have done 
ft. You railroad men were not the 
ones to correct the mistakes upon 
which your systems were bullt. 

“Tf, instead of sending lobbyists to 
the State Legislatures and to Con- 
gress, the railroads would send their 
presidents and officials, the country 
would look with greater favor on 
them.”

HINTS FOR EMBROIDERERS. 


An embroidered piece should be 
washed by itself in an earthen bow! 
to avold the possibilities of rust or 
other «tain. Take fairly hot water and 
make a light suds of “Ivory” or any 
cther pure soap. Wash quickly. If — 
linen ie sotled, rub that portion be- 
tween the hands. Rinse thoroughly in 
clean water and lay the piece flat be- 
tween two dry towels or thick linen 
cloths. Roll up in these so that no 
part of the embroidery can touch 
any. other part cf the same linen, and 
wring or twist so that the dry linen 
will absorb the moisture. Leave in 
this condition until the material ts 
absolutely dry. Lay the piece face 
down upon a well-padded ironing 
board, spread clean, white cloth over 
the embroidery and tron quickly and 
lightly with a het fron, being careful 
not to press too heavily upon the em- 
broidered portion. 

A hot tron placed upon embroider- 
fes in which the silk is wet will pro- 
duce a steam, which will ruin the 
embroidery. 

Many home embroiderers have dif- 
ficulty in werking the new and up-to- 
date stitches.

EBS SPEAKS TO 
LARGE AUDIENCE 


BLAMES CAPITAL FOR THE WAR 
RAGING IN EUROPE, 


— 


Addresses Words to Working Men 
at Trinity Auditoriam—Calls So- 
cialism Industrial Democracy and 
Declares Those of Advanced Ideas 
are Undesirable in World's Esteem. 


Eugene V. Debs, national lea ‘+r of 
the Socialist party, who is making ea 
speaking tour of the West, was 
greeted by a big audience at Trinity 
Auditorium last night. Eliminating 
Personalities with the exception of 
references to John D. Rockefeller. 
the speaker delivered an eloquent ad- 
dress on the subject, “Toward the 
Sunshine,” and was frequently inter- 
rupted by bursts of applause. 

The capitalists of the world were 
blamed by Mr. Debs for practically 
all of the vice and suffering every- 
where. To their greed for supremacy 
he credited the present European 
conflict, which he sald is purely a 
capitalistic carnage. “The ruling pow- 
ers decreed this great war. but the 
working men must settle it.” he said. 
“We Socialists are working to the 
end that war shall curse the world 
no more; to the end when there sha!! 
be universal peace.” 

Mr. Debs declared that through 
Socialism and it alone can the work- 
ing people, who he sald represent the 
great majority of the citizenry; un- 
fetter the bonds of slavery locked to 
them by the capitalists. 

“If you are a working man and in 
the Republican or Democratic party, 
you are as badly out of place as 
Rockefeller would be tn the Socialist 
party.”” he continued. This world 
has always been ruled by a mingrity. 
but it fs not destined to be 80 for- 
ever. Truth will prevail. The creat 
revolution ts coming. You could no 
more stop it than you could prevent 
the rising of the sun on the mor- 
row. It ts an interpretation of his- 
tory; it is no Utopian dream. 

“Socialiam can be described tn two 
wordse—industrial democracy. We are 
working toward the light, toward the 
sunrise. Every man who has ad- 
vanced ideas is undesirable, but as 
Emerson once said. ‘When a thinker 
moves, the world trembles.” There is 
no poverty like the poverty of the 
heart and soul. This is paupertem in- 
deed. ‘The capitalist stem is out- 
grown, and fetters the forces of prog- 
ress. Industrial and commercial oom- 
petition are largely of the past. The 
handwriting blazes on the wall. 

„Steadtly the number of class-con- 
ecious tollers is increasing and higher 
and higher rises the tide that is to 
aweep away the barrters to progress 
and civilization. Let others talk 
about the tariff and finance—the en- 
lithtened workers demand the owner- 


ship of the tools of Industry and they be 


are building up the Soctalist party as 
a means of getting them. The work- 
ine class alone made the tools, the 
working class alone can use them 
and the working class must, there- 
fore, own them. 

“Viewed today from any Intelligent 
standpoint, the outlook of the Soctal- 
ist movement is full of promise. It 
is the break of dawn upon the hortzon 
of human destiny and it has no im- 
tations. but the walls of the untverse. 

“Soctalieam is attacked under the 
name of religion. The Man at Gall- 
lee was attacked under the name of 
religion and under the name of re- 
licion the countries of Europe are 
attacking each other today. 

“To you Soctalists I want to say 
you are in the vast majority. You 
must rise or fall together. It is for 
you to organize itndustrially and 
politically. When this is done we 
will crown the class struggles of the 
centuries with victory and proclaim 
freedom to all mankind.”

clined to sit while reading answers to 
a list of questions submitted by the 
commission or while he was being in- 
terrogated. Mr. Carnegie was in a 
jovial mood. The answers he gave 
to questions caused the audience and 
the commissioners to roar with 
laughter more than once. When he 
lett the stand Mr. Carnegie said he 
had not spent such a pleasant after- 
noon in many years. 

In his testimony Mr. Carnegie re- 
vealed that up to the close of last 
vear his donations totaled $324,657,- 
$99. His present business, he said, 
was to do all the good he could in 
this world. He sketched the growth 
of his steel business and said he “nev- 
er had such a good time in his life” 
as when he was talking to his em- 
ployees. The men liked him, too, he 
added. 

“When they call vou And, in- 
stead of Andrew or Mr. Carnegie, you 
know the boys are your friends,” said 
he. 

FROM CARNEGIE’S STATEMENT. 


His statement was, in part, as fol- 
lows: 

“I never bought or sold shares on 
the exchange; all my earnings were 
from manufacturing. If it were nec- 
lessary for me to return to that calling 
1 should not consider the probiem of 
Ma bor as at all difficult. On the con- 
jtrary, I enjoyed conferences with our 
imen. We had one rule, come what 
max: We would never think of run- 
ining our works with new men. 
“Able. sober. well-behaved work- 
men such as ours are not to be picked 
up on the streets and we wished no 
others We were very particular in 
regard to drinking: First offense men 
were excluded thirty days; second of- 
fense. sixty days; third offense, we 
parted company.”

he expérience with a determined et- 
fort to commit wrong on the part of 
labor. This was when men at the 
Edgar Thompson biast furnaces sent 
in a written demand for an imme- 
diate advance in wages with the alter- 
native of leaving their furnaces un- 
worked. Mr. Carnegie said he talked 
with the leaders of the men, all of 
whom admitted that they had con- 
tracted to work at certain wages. 
WARNING TO LABOR. 

“You have signed that treaty,” Mr. 
Carnegie said he told them, “and you 
van break it, but the grass will grow 
vver these works before we will have 
such men in our employ. It will be 
heralded through the world as a dis- 
grace to labor. You have your an- 
swer; go.” 

“There was no strike. That was 
the best service I ever rendered to 
American labor. We began manu- 
facturing with a capital of $7500: my 
share I borrowed from a bank in 
Pittsburgh,” said the witness describ- 
ing his start as an iron master. Mr. 
Carnegie referred to an article pub- 
lished in 1888 in which he expressed 
the opinion that the man who dies 
rich dies disgraced. 

In this article Mr. Carnegie wrote 
that the day was not far distant when 
the man who died leaving behind him 
millions of available wealth which 
were free for him to administer dur- 
ing life, would pass away unwept. 
unhonored and unsung.” no matter to 
what use he might leave his fortune. 

Since the Carnegie pension fund 
was founded by himself and the 
United States Steel Corporation, re- 
tired employees of the corporation 
have received in pensions $1,575,021. 
Mr. Carnegie testified. Last vear the 
total disbursements from the fund 
amounted to $511,967. There were 
2521 beneficiaries. 

THE HERO FUND. 

“The hero fund, which I was privi- 
Sed to found,” Mr. Carnegie con- 
tinued, “has always interested me 
mcset deeply, perhaps because the idea 
came to me through personal expert 
ence. I could not rest until I had 
founded the hero fund, with a capita! 
of $11,790,000. The report of the an- 
nual meeting, held at Pittsburgh on 
January 20, shows awords given to 
the heroes or-their wives and fami- 
lies, with a total cf 127 awards since 
the fund began operations. 

“The Carnegie Institute of Pitts 
burgh, one of the greatest gifts I 
have made, has not been mentioned. 
It has cost so far $24,000,000. and 
has over 3000 students, from forty- 
two States, 1288 of whom are men 
from the industries, trying to im- 
prove their conditions.” 

Mr. Carnegie said that he did not 
believe the large philanthropic foun- 
— constituted a menace of any 

ind. 

“The class of men that you get to 
work for nothing as directors and 
trustees preves that there is no dan- 


ger, he asserted. ; 
As regards educational institutions 
dropping their religious denomina- 


ttenalism in order that they might 
obtain indowments, Mr. Carnegie said 
he believed such a thing had been 
done some years ago, but that he had 
heard of nothing of the kind in re- 
cent vears. 

“My money,” Mr. Carnegie said. 16 
ter all the young men and young 
women of the United States. and I 
do not intend that someone Shall be 
excluded from a benefit simply be- 
cause of a religious belief. As for the 
hereafter. I believe that is a thing we 
can let take care of itself. provided 
we do the right thing in this world.” 

GOVERNMENT CONTROL. 

In reply to questions regardinge 
ernment representation on the boa: ‘1s 
controlling the foundations, Mr. Car 
negie said that so far as he was con- 
cerned he would welcome such repre- 
sentation, but. he saw no need of any 
such thing. He said he was a frm 
believer in publicity, and that he fa- 
vered foundations making public re- 
ports. Then he told a story about a 
man who, when asked “why is so and 
so a beggar?’ replied: “Because he 
did not advertise." The audience 
shouted with laughter again. The wit- 
ness gave it as his opinion that there 
Was no wrong in the directorate of 
philanthropic fcundations interlock 


g. 
Another department which Mr. Far- 
negie said he mentioned reluctantly 
and because consideration had led 
him to believe it would be better to 
make no exceptions whatever, was 
described as follows: 
“After retiring from business I 
soon found that the widews dt friends 
who passed away were sorely troubled 
how best to secure the safety of fiinds 
left to them. I volunteered to accept 
the monev of one widow, giving her 
my nete for the amount and agreeing 
to pay 6 per cent. a year. The re- 
lief she felt was so surprising that I 
continued doting this as other dear 
friends passed away, until the num- 
ber of depositors has now reached 
148, with a total of $3,137.394 in 
deposits. I do not know of any serv- 
ice te widows which brings such re- 
lief. Of course, the deposits and. se- 
curity are regularly examined bv a 
representative of the State depart- 
ment of banking. Six per cent. is a 
higher rate than banks would pay, 
but I feel quite justified in being up- 
eral. I confess to being greativ sur- 
prised to learn within the last few 
davs that I have no less than 
481 pensioners on my list. receiving 
a total of $214.954 a year. These pen- 
sions are continued to the widows. 
This fund also has been kept secret 
hitherto, but your call for „a state- 
ment of all foundations seems to em- 
brace this. 
“The complete statement up to the 
clese of last year shows that the 
total of our foundations and gifts 
amounts to 124.657.389. We have six 
foundations, but I understand that 
three only of these have been called 
upon to answer questions. If at any 
time you wish to call cther heads of 
the foundations or to ask further 
questions they will be most happy te. 
respond. We have nothing to con- 
ceal.” 

Mr. Carnegie invited the commis- 
sioners to visit the Carnegie Insti- 
tute in Pittsbureh. Commissioner 
Walsh informed him that the com- 
mission planned to hold hearings in 
Pittsburgh at a later date. and that 
it might accept his invitaticn. 

ROCKEFELLER A SURPRISE. 

Mr. Rockefeller’s appearance as 4 
witness was a surprise. It was learned 
after he left the stand that Sergeant- 
at-Arms Egan went vesterday to Po- 
cantico Hills, the Rockefeller country 
estate, and gave him the list of ques- 
tions that had been prepared for him. 
He asked Mr. Rockefeller whether he 
would appear voluntarily as a wit- 
ness. Mr. Rockefeller replied he 
would be very glad to dc 80. ” 
promised to appear Saturday morning. 

While Mr. Carnegie was on the 
stand, Mr. Rockefeller's private sec- 
retary presented to Chairman Walsh 
a note containing answers to the 
questions submitted to Mr. Rockefel- 
ler, and said that his emplcyer was 
outside, and that if the answers did 
not suffice he would like to be put 
on the witness stand immediately. He 
was asked to wait in a room used by 
the commissioners until Mr. Carnegie 
had concluded. 

Mr. Rockefeller was assisted to the 
witness stand by members of his per- 
sonal! staff. Seating himself with much 


difficulty, he leaned acrcss a little 


‘table in front of him and looked at 


the audience. When he started to 
read his answers his voice was 
searcely audible. After he had Ru- 
ished his statement, he folded hu 
hands and looked inquiringly at the 
commissioners. Mr. Rockefeller ap- 
peared to have aged considerably 
since he last gave testimony in pub- 
lic. He spcke very slowly and calmly. 

He said his sole motive was to de- 
vote a portion of his fortune to the 
services of his fellow-men, and that 
he regarded the right to rescind the 
charters of the foundations as suffi- 
cient guarantee against abuse cf the 
funds. He told about his meeting with 
J. F. Wellborn, president of the Colo- 
rado Fuel and Iron Company, and W. 
L. Mackenzie King, at a. time when 
there was union-labor trouble in Colo- 
rado. He answered all the questicns 
that had been asked him. 

He told how he dir his busi- 
ness enterprises and part he 
plaved in the administration of the 
foundations. He said he would accord 
all men the right to organize, work- 
ingmen and business men as well. 
provided they kept within the proper 
limitetions in respect tc the law and 
to safeguarding the general interests 
of the public. 

Mr. Rockefeller said he would be 
“happy to surrender” his holdines. 
either in whole or in part, and let 
the workers have a voice in the board 
of directors fust as all other stock- 
holders do, thus giving them some of 
the profits of their labor. He would 
be very happy, also, he said, to see 
the workers be his partners in busi- 


ness, 

As for the $100.000,000 he had giv- 
en to the Rockefeller Foundation re- 
verting to himself or his heirs in the 
event of the Legislature rescinding 
the charter of the foundation, Mr. 
Rockefeller said he “had never al- 
lowed himself to worry about that.” 
He declared that he had a great deal 
of confidence in the American people 
and their goodness. Integrity and 
common sense, said he, were sufficiént 
security for the foundation. Mr. 
Rockefeller had never considered the 
erievances submitted to the Colorado 
Fuel and Iron Company by its em- 
plovees. He pointed out that he was 
a retired business man and had been 
such for many years. 

HIS PERSONAL FUND. 

Answering a quertion as to his pur- 
pose and plans with respect to the 
expenditure of $2.000.000 annually re- 
ecerved for his personal use by the 
Rockefeller Foundation, the witness 
read as follows: 

“The Rockefeller Foundation was a 
development of my own personal 
plans of giving. followed for many 
vears. While I desire to have the di- 
rectors of the foundation use the 
funds as they might see fit in mak- 
ine my last gift, I reserved the right 
to designate during my lifetime the 
specific objects to which $2,006,000 of 
the income should be given annually, 
m purpose being in this way to pro- 
vide for the various philanthroptes 
more or leas personal to mvself and 
related to the places of my residence, 
to which I have been a contributor in 
the past. 

„Ender the terms of the clause of 
my letter of gift reservine this richt. 
it is stipulated that the objects must 
de within the corporate purpose of 
the foundation and my designations 
are subject to review by the as 
to that feature.” 

EDUCATIONAL GIFTS. 

As for educational institutions, al- 
tering their policies or form in order 
to get donations from the General 
F-.ducation Board, Mr. Rockefeller said 
he had “never heard of anything of 
that kind.” 

“As to our foundation,” he sald, 1 
don't think such things have ever 
happened. As to others, I do not 
know.” 

Regarding the responsibility of 
stockholders and directors for labor 
conditions, he said: 

“I think the stockholders are re- 
sponsible for the choice of the best 
men as directors. The directors are 
ultimately responsible for the general 
conduct of the business and in dis- 
charging that responsibility it is their 
duty to select the best men to actual- 
ly administer it. These administra- 
tive officers must have discretion and 
power commensurate with their re- 
sponsibility. A large stockholder or- 
dinarily would have more influence 
with a board of directors than 4 
smatier one, consequently, would have 
a greater responsibility for the selec- 
tion of directors who would see to it 
that the administrative officers main- 
tained proper working conditions for 
their employees.” 

PERSONAL STAFF. 
Concerning his personal staff he 
said: 
“I have always tried to select clean 
young men with ambition to make 
their way up in the world. From these 
young men I shall select the future 
heads of the business.“ 

Mr. Rockefeller said he saw Starr 
J. Murphy, of his personal staff, about, 
once a year. He had met Charles 
W. Eliot, president emeritus of Har- 
vard University, twice. He did not. 
know how many times a year he used 
to see Mr. Gates. who attended to all 
his personal business. 

Mr. Rockefeller testified he had 
never attended a meeting of the di- 
rectors of the Rockefeller Foundation. 
He sometimes communicated with the 
directors through his son. He thought 
he had no more rights in the board 
than any of the other directors. 

Directors. he believed, did not have 
any responsibility for labor conditions 
in a corporation. He did not know 
whether it was advisable that direc- 
tors should receive reports on labor 
conditions. 

“I believe the best way to help the 
laboring man,” Mr. Rockefeller said, 
‘ts to give him good wages rather 
than have him become the object of 
charitv.” 

As for Colorado, he said he did not 
go into the question of grievances or 
“other detalis.” He had not seen a 
list of the erievances which the min- 
ers addressed to the Colorado Fuel 
and Iron Company, nor had he ever 
been advised of any of the claims of 
employees in the industries in which 
he was Interested. 

Chairman Walsh read to the wit- 
ness the testimenyv of John D. Rocke- 
feller, Jr., before a Congressional 
committee in which, he declared that 
the camps of the Colorado Fuel and 
Iron Company should be kept open 
and that the company would stand by 
the executive officers. 

I believe,“ said Mr. «Rockefeller, 
“that the employer should always 
stand by his faithful employees.” 

Mr. Rockefeller was then perma- 
nently excused. 

As he left the stand he sald, “I 
thank you, gentlemen.” 

Charles A. Lindbergh. Representa- 
tive in Congress from Minnesota, was 
the next witness. Mr. Lindbergh 
gave it as his opinion that there 
should be taken from banks “the ex- 
clusive privilege of controlling mon- 
ev and credit which they have by gov- 
ernment authority.”

“The bureau was organieed d 
the middle of September. For 
weeks neither German nor the 
French government heeded its re- 


quests that the civil prisoners of war

On October 20 its ef- 
fort led to the announcement that 
both governments would liberate the 
women and children held by them and 


such males as had not reached the 
age of 17 or had passed the age of 


60, on 9 20, 1914. Shortly 
first tranepcrts from 
both countries began to arrive. 

As the result of further negotia- 


tions the French and German govern- 
ments agreed on November 25 to in- 
clude in the class of exchangeable in- 
terned men between the ages of 45 
and 60, who apparently were no long- 
er fit for military service. 


Austria-Hungary and France 


agreed cn October 13 on an exchange 
of all women and children and males 


who had not yet reached the age of 
17, or had passed 60, Later it was 


also decided to exchange the military 
unfit on the basis already agreed up- 
on with Germany.

Prisoners of war on the return to 
their homes, the bureau takes care of 
the correspondence of those who have 
not been liberated as yet, generally 
males of military age and fitness.

PITIFUL STORY 
OF PUNISHMENT, 


Half-million-dollar Breach of 
Promise Suit On. 


Wealthy San Diegan Rejects 
Woman He Married. 


Baby's Most Pathetic Figure 
in Strange Case. 


A diminutive girlish woman of pro- 
nounced brunette type, dressed in 


light, pompadoured hair; a little girl 
who found nobody to play with, were 
the central figures in the $500,000 
breach of promise suit of Miss Maud 
Armfield against Bryant Howard, Jn, 
which went to trial before a jury in 
Judge Wilbur's court yesterday. 

As Miss Armfield fitted in the 
blocks of the story, it gradually grew 
into an amazing structure. No more 
complex situation has ever developed 
in any court. It fits the title of a 
novel, “Married, Though Single.” For 
Miss Armfield Was married to Mr. 
Howard at San Diego July 4, 1909: the 
marriage was annulled October 4 
1909. because he discovered he had 
another wife; she testified she re- 
sumed her relations with Mr. Howard, 
traveling with him as his wife to 
many cities, and Mildred was born 
August 22, 1912. Because, as she al- 
leges, he promised to marry her when 
he was free. and then told her he 
would not, Miss Armfield brought suit 
when she despaired of giving baby 
Mildred her father’s name. 

Mr. Howard does not deny that he 
was married to Miss Armfield: neither 
is it denied that his mother furnished 
the money for her expenses when the 
baby was born at Battle Creek Sana- 
torium, but he denies that he prom- 
ised to marry her when the ties that 
bound him to another woman were 
cut, and he sets up in his answer that 
other men were interested in Miss 
Armfield. 

Her own report of a conversation 
with him is that he doubted the 
parentage of Mildred. So the baby 
trots around the courtroom, unloved 
by all save her girlish mother, uncon- 
scious of the tragedy being played in 
the big courtroom. 

Miss Armfield resides at No. 412 
East Sixty-first street. She testified 
she is a moving-picture actress. She 
said she first met Mr. Howard, the 
scion of a wealthy San Diego family, 
in 1909. She is a member of a 
theatrical family, her father being 
known as Will H. Armstrong. She 
married Mr. Howard at his mother’s 
home July 4, 1909, when she was 15. 


HOWARD MADE BIGAMIST. 


Former Judge Britt, with whom is 
associated former Judge Vermilyea as 
Mr. Howard's counsel, admitted the 
marriage and in behalf of his client 
stated that the latter had a former 
wife living from whom he was di- 
vorced five months prior to that mar- 
riage, the decree being obtained by 
Mrs. Howard in Nevada, but that the 
District Court of that State, learning 
of his second marriage, set aside the 
decree, thus leaving Mr. Howard with 
two wives. 

Attorney Frank A. McDonald, rep- 
resenting Miss Armfield, asked: 

“Did you know he had another wife 
living at the time he married you?” 
“No,” she replied. 

“When did you first learn of it?” 
“Two or three months after we were 
married.“ 

Mr. Howard brought suit for an- 


nulment. She testified he asked her 
to permit the marriage to be an- 
nulled: 


“If I didn't,“ she said, he stated 
he might be sent to the penitentiary. 
He promised to remarry me after- 
ward.” 

Later Miss Armfield went to Chi- 
cago, Mr. Howard giving her the mon- 
ey. He came to see her, and she tes- 
tified that they lived as husband and 
wife. The couple wandered from city 
to city, from Chicago to Detroit, re- 
maining in the latter city five months, 
thence to San Francisco and down to 
Chico and from there on to Susan- 
ville, Prattville and Meadows, For 
four months they lived with a Mrs. 
Brown; later they kept house in a log 
cabin. She said he introduced her as 
his wife. 

“He promised me that when we got 
to California we would be married. 
We met father in San Francisco, and 
Mr. Howard told him the decree 
would be granted in a few days and 
we would be married. I was very ill 
at Meadows and we went to Reno and 
returned to San Francisco.” 

Miss Armfield, who expected her 
baby to be bort, went to Battle Creek, 
accompanied by Mr. Howard's mother, 
Mrs. Medora Howard, who is a wit- 
ness for her son. Mrs. Howard re- 
mained with her about three months. 
She saw Mr. Howard about two 
years subsequently in San Diego. 
“What was sald about marrying you 
in San Diego?” 

“Mr. Howard asked me if I would 
go East. He said his mother was in 
ill health and he would marry me in 
a few weeks.” 

She testified that her expenses had 
been paid from money furnished by 
Mrs. Howard. She received $20 by 
registered letter every week. When 
she came to Los Angeles she said that 
Mr. Howard visited her. 


TELL-TALE LETTERS. 


“May 15, 1913, I saw Mr. Howard 
in San Diego. I went to his office in 
the morning. His desk was open and 
I saw two letters lying there from a 
widow in New York. She wrote she 
was glad he was not going to marry 
me. He denied to me he was going 
to marry the widow. I wanted him 
to marry me and give baby a name 
before she was very much older.” 
Tears flooded her eyes as memory 
crowded up, but choking them back 
she said she returned to Los Angeles 
and continued to receive remittances, 
until, in January, 1914, Mr. Howard 
issued his fiat. 

“He said he would not marry me:

NDIANS’ MAGIC 
BATH AT STAKE. 


GOVERNMENT WOULD TAKE 
BACK MEDICINAL SPRINGS. 


Hot Fountains of Inyo County, 
Whose Mud and Water are Healing 
and Were Venerated by Aborigines, 
Secured Under Agricultural Entry. 
Now Worth Thousands. 


Considerable interest is involved in 
the case of the government against 
the estate of William T. Grant and 
Dr. Irving O. Woodin of Independ- 
ence, Inyo county, just concluded be- 
fore Judge Bledsoe in the United 
States District Court. It was charged 
that fraud entered into the proof fur- 
nished by Grant in his lifetime, end- 
ing in a patent being granted by the 
Interior Department to land on which 
are situated the Coso mineral springs. 
It is proposed, in case the court 
should order the patent canceled on 
account of fraud, to have the springs 
called to the attention of the govern- 
ment with a view to having them set 
apart as a government reservation un- 
der the law of July, 1910, and in line 
with the setting aside of the famous 
hot springs in Arkansas in 1833. 

It is alleged the area covered by the 
springs is between ten and twelve 
acres; that the water is of the high- 
est medicinal value, and not only the 
water but the mud is charged with 
curative qualities, persons coming for 
miles to drink of the water and use 
the mud for rheumatism and similar 
diseases. It was shown in the testi- 
mony that when Dr. Woodin, one of 
the defendants, was practicing his pro- 
fession in Independence, where he 
conducted a sanatorium, he had the 
water and mud taken te that town, a 
distance of sixty-five miles, to have 
them used by fils patients. It is al- 
leged Dr. Woodin intended to estab- 
lish a sanatorium at the springs and 
profit financially from an entry that 
in 1902 declared the land chiefly val- 
uable for agriculture. 

James 8. Sheridan, special assistant 
to the Attorney-General, who con- 
ducted the case for the government, 
showed that in the early days the In- 
dians in Inyo county visited the hot 
springs and thought the steam rising 
from them the Great Spirit speaking. 
Weird ceremonies were performed in 
the hope of bringing salvation to 
members of the tribe who had gone 
to the happy hunting grounds, and 
both water and mud were used to heal 
various ailments. Ghost-like incan- 
tations at night added to the pictur- 
esqueness of the aboriginal cere- 
monies. 

Since the patent was issued to Mr. 
Grant, who died not long ago, inter- 
ests in the land have been sold to

WATER SAMPLED 
FOR MANY TESTS.’ 


CITY TAKES GREAT PAINS IN 


MAKING EXAMINATION 
THOROUGH. 


That extraordinary measures ghave 
been taken by the city to test Owens 
River water in the aqueduct conduits 
and reservoirs and in city mains and 
service taps was developed by yester- 
day's testimony in the case of H. A. 
Hart and E. M. Frost against the 
municipality. 

Carl Wilson, of Smith, Emery & 
Co., testified that in addition to 
making three trips in 1914 with 
other representatives of the company 
to Owens Valley for the pur of 
taking samples of water he had made 
many other tests along the aqueduct 
and in the city since the first of this 
year. In all, nearly 200 samples of 
water have been taken by Smith, 
Emery & Co.’s men. 

Mr. Wilson took samples of wafer 
January 11, last, from the tower at 
Franklin Canyon reservoir and from 
service taps at Western avenue and 
San Marino street, at Western avenue 
and Washington street and at West- 
ern avenue and Thirty-fifth place. 
Other samples were taken from the 
same places on January 13, 15, 18, 
20 and 26. 

Precautions taken in handling the 
water were described at length by 
the witness, who said that the water 
was tested without delay in each case 
as soon as it reached his laboratory. 
Where samples were taken at a con- 
sidrable distance from the city, the 
bottles were kept in refrigerator 


boxes,

Electric Fans for Horses. 

{Scientific American: ! Believing 
that horses, like human beings, can 
do a better days work after a good 
night's rest. the Utah Light and Rail- 
way Company has taken steps to rid 
its stables of flies and to provide bet- 
ter ventilation. Accordingly, in one 
stable, where thirty-five or forty 
horses are kept, two fifty-six-inch, 
four-blade ceiling fans have been in- 
stalled, and two fifteen-inch blowers. 
These are set in operation on warm 
nights in order to make the stable 
more comfortable. They also serve 
to keep the flies from pestering the 
horses, and, in order to keep the flies 
out of the stable. the windows and 
doors are screened. The horses are 
used by the company to supplement 
its electric truck and motorcycle serv- 
ice. The running expense of the elec- 
tric service is less than 40 cents per 
month per horse and is repaid many 
times over in the greater efficiency of 
the animals.

been unvisited for days, all because 
of the reports of the Sunday sermons. 
Now he has gone to the meetings and 
his friends gay Re will surely “hit the 
trail.” 

Literally, millions of persona every 
day are reading the primitive gospel! 
message, decked out in modern lin- 
guistic clothes, as Billy Sunday pre- 
sents it. The united churches of Phil- 
adelphia have not money enough to 
buy this publicity. The great publica- 
tion societies of the denominations, or 
the American Tract Society of the 
American Sunday-school Union, de- 
spite their huge funds and organiza- 
tion, do not reach so many persons, 
and so compellingly, as does the Bil- 
ly Sunday story through the secular 
press.

HAWAIIAN COMPLETES 
CARGO FOR NEW YORK. 


[LOCAL CORRESPONDENCE. ] 


OS ANGELES HARBOR, Feb. 5.— 

The American-Hawalian steamer 

Hawalian, which arrived here to- 
day from Puget Sound via San Fran- 
cisco to complet her cargo for New 
York, has the distinction of being the 
first American steamer to carry the 
American flag up the Congo River. 
The cargo was discharged by natives 
who were paid at the rate of 20 cents 
an hour. Officers on the steamer say 
they never experienced such heat. 
They were fifty miles up the river 
and had to wear cork helmets. 

While the steamer was loading her 
cargo of rubber at Boma, members 
of the crew were given an 1 
to hunt big game.

Many herds of these animals 
were seen along the shore and they 
did not seem much frightened as the 
great steamer proceeded up the river.

NEW SEA PRODUCTS. 

New and astonishing fish producte 
have been developed at the three 
Long Beach fish canneries from va- 
rious species of fish in the absence 
of the toothsome tuna and albacore, 
which have ceased running until earty 
spring. Toothsome “mock-crab meat” 
is being made out of rock cod. Bar- 
racuda, halibut and even sheepshead 
are said to have been placed into the 
hungry maw of the canneries and 
come out in neat chunks, fitting the 
can, and with labels which tempt the 
appetite. 

Since the beginning of the fish can- 
ning industry, when it was discovered 
that the albacore, or long-finned tuna, 
canned, was one of the most tooth- 
some articles of food which could be 
placed on the epicure's table, efforts, 
partly successful, have been made to 
turn other varieties of fish into eat- 
able products. About twelve fishing 
boats now bring their scaly spoil to 
the local factories.

Treacherous Sea Smooth on 
Top, Savage Below. 


Redondo Beach Pounded by 
Heavy Ground Swell. 


Lots and Buildings Torn Out 
by Voracious Waves. 


(LOC) L CORRESVONDENCE, } 

REDONDO BEACH, Feb. 5.—The 
ocean front along the strand today 
is a scene of desolaticn, marked by 
wreckage which a heavy ground 
swell steadily dashes against the 
buildings and the portions of the 
bulkhead left standing or segging 
over the edge of the surf. 

Though there was no wind, nor 
any evidence of a storm, and the sea 
was smcoth as glass, a heavy ground 
swell pounded against the wrecked 
bulkhead and the buildings lining the 
beach. 

This afternoon the Orchard apart- 
ments, No. 310 Strand, parted in the 
middle and a portion of the two- 
story structure dropped into the surf. 

Early this morning a cottage at No. 
308 Strand, owned and occupied by 
Mr. and Mrs. Gecrge Pomeroy, 
dropped with a tremendous crash in- 
to the water. The pounding of the 
heavy rollers of last night was so 
alarming to Mrs. Pomeroy that she 
was stricken with nervous prostration. 
She was taken to the Redondc Beach 
Hospital and did not recover con- 
sciousness until this morning. She 
has not been told of the loss of her 
$3000 home. 

MANY SIGHTSEERS. 

Thousands of sightseers rushed. to 
the beach today to view the desola- 
tion wrought by the waves. Beneath 
a placid sky and before a smooth 
sea they watched the ground swells 
steadily undermining the foundations 


from beneath the Orchard apart- 
ments. 

The damage. exclusive of the

seven years, says that he has never 
known the waves to pound the shore 
and beach bulldings with such tre- 
mendous force. Mr. Bryant's apart- 
ments were unoccupied. He estimates 
his damage tc date at $4500, while 
he says that he will move his build- 
ing back from the Strand and let the 
ocean front lot go. 

The furniture has been taken out 
of most of the twenty-five buildings 
along the Strand and much appre- 
hension is felt for the property which 
so far has cniy been damaged by 
broken windows, or by being partly 
undermined. The big racing cpdaster, 
which early this morning was report- 
ed to be falling before the pounding 
sea, is still standing, though much of 
the underpinning is gone. It is like- 
ly to collapse before the tides spend 
themselves. 

RESCUE BELONGINGS. 

Owners and cccupants of cottages 
and buildings along the Strand to- 
day sat upon their belongings in their 
backyards, waiting to see if the sea 
would carry away their homes. The 
street back of the wrecked and dam- 
aged houses resembled a refugee 
camp. Trunks, furniture and person- 
al belongings were piled in the 


streets, and later moved to ware- 
houses for stcrage. 
Early this morning the Pacific 


Electric came to the rescue of many 
of the Strand residents. A crew of 
fifty men was sent from Los Angeles, 
while fifty local employees of the 
company augmented the wrecking 
crews. Two electric motors were cn 
hand all day to aid in saving prop- 
erty, and cars were placed at the dis- 
posal of persons who were forced to 
leave their homes suddenly. 

These men were joined by a big 
crew employed by the city in an en- 
deavor te clear the wreckage from 
in front of the bulkhead. The steady 
pounding of the water dashed the 
heavy timbers against the buildings 
left standing and increased the dan- 
ger of much additional damage. 

The board walk along the Strand 
fs out for twelve blocks while, the 
bulkhead, which was erected a few 
vears ago at an expense of $30,000, is 
merely hanging by a few nails and

HOW ANNUITIES WORK; 
WHO SHOULD BUY THEM. 


BY C. M. KEYS. | . 
NEWSPAPER dispatch from 


New Haven, Ct., tells how a man 
named John C. Anderson disap- 


‘pointed the public by leaving an es- 


tate of a valuation of only $125,000 
when it had been confidently expect- 
ed that it would be worth between 
$2,000,000 and $3,000,000. The dis- 
Patch went on to say that the great 
depreciation in the estate was due to 
unwise real estate investments and to 
the purchase of annuities. 

Taking the statement at its face 
value, it forms a good basis for a de- 
scription of an annuity and the dis- 
cussion of the effect of buying an- 
nuities and the commonsense or oth- 
erwise of investment of this sort. 
Mr. Anderson in all probability fig- 
ured out for himself a long time ago 
that he wanted an absolutely safe in- 
come of a certain amount, Irrespective 
of his business. He then appropriat- 
ed a certain amount of his wealth 
and bought annuities to yield him 
every year the amount he wanted. 
The peculiarity of an annuity is that 
it pays an income of a certain stipu- 
lated amount each year so long as its 
owner lives, but is absolutely can- 
celled and ceases to exist when the 
owner dies. Suppose, for instance, that 
Mr. Anderson had paid $1,000,000 for 
annuities and had died a year later, 
after receiving one yearly income. The 
annuity would then be cancelled. Per- 
haps the income paid would only 
have been $100,000. It might have 
been more and might have been less, 
depending on the age of Mr. Anderson 
at the time when he béught it. In 
such a case, clearly the estate loses 
$900,000. 

If, on the other hand, Mr. Anderson 
lived for fifty years after buying his 
annuity of $100,000 a year, he would 
have done better than an ordinary in- 
vestment could have done for him in 
the matter of Income, but the estate 
would, of course, not have anything 
to show for the original $1,000,000 in- 
vested. 

Clearly, the annuity its a special 
kind of investment which serves an 
excellent purpose if it is used in the 
right way, but which might be a very 
bad form of investment if bought by a 


man without full knowledge of its 


terms. 
The writer knows of a case where 


a man of 45 put practically all his

money into an annuity. 
widower, 


certain income for the rest of his life, 
because he had no business and did 
not work for a living. The income 
which he secured was about $12,000 
a year. Two years later he married. 
He was 61 when he died, leaving a 
widow and two children. The family 
had lived on the income of 312,000. 
When he died his estate consisted of 
practically nothing, because the an- 
nuity which had furnished the income 
was cancelled. 

In that case the annuity was a very 
excellent investment for him, as & 
man alone in the world; but it was 
utterly unsuitable for an investment 
for a man with a family to support 
and look out for. 


Annuities are really suitable for the 
investment of elderly people who have 
no one to look out for after their own 
death. If an annuity is bought for a 
young person, it means very little 
more than a fair rate of interest on its 
cost and that rate could be obtained 
just as well by conservative invest- 
ment which would yield an income 
and at the same time conserve the 
principal. It is not usually sensible to 
buy annuities for anyone under 560, 
and it is only in rare cases that an 
annuity, even at that age, is the most 
sensible investment that could be 
made. The writer has frequently ad- 
vised the purchase of annuities for 
the care of women left alone in old 

with a comparatively mall sum 


of money to live on, more especially: 


if they have.no children, or other 
close blood relations to look out for 
them, or if their children or other 
relatives are self-supporting and per- 
fectly well able to look out for them- 
selves and do not reauire the creation 
of any estate which they will inherit 
in the course of time. Very often the 
amount of money left in this way is 
#0 small that if it were invested mere- 
ly at interest, it would hardly yield 
a living, let alone provide for any 
degree of comfort, whereas an an- 
nuity bought for a woman of 70 to 75 
will yield a very fair income from a 
comparatively small amount of 
money, for the rest of her life. 

Anyone who has to solve the, prob- 
lem of making a little bit of money 
go a long way for the comfort of an 
elderly dependent might well look into 
the matter of annuities. Anyone, on 
the contrary. who buys an annuity — 
himself in middle age should be quite 
certain, before he does so, that he is 
not doing a selfish thing, to enjoy the 
largest possible income himself, with- 
out any regard for people who are de- 
pendent upon him, or who may be- 
come dependent upon him.

UICIDE FAILS: 
HE’S DIVORCED.

BUT SERIOUS CHARGES AGAINST 
DENTIST UNPROVED. 


— — —— 
Decree is Aftermath to Eating of 


Poison in Presence of Police—As- 
sistant in Office of Practitioner 


Named by Wife—Non-support 
Basis of Separation. 


The matrimonial ship upon which 
Dr. W. T. Unt, a dentist, and Marion 
C. Uhl embarked at Kearney, Neb., 
August 5, 1904, sailed smoothly until 
it. veered from its course and ran 
among the rocks, lured there, Mrs. 
Uhl declared, by intemperance and the 
seductive charms of Miss Lula Bedelle, 
the doctor’s assistant in his offices in 
the Severance building. 

The wreck of the ship was complete, 
but before it finally broke up there 
was a sensational attempt on the part 
of Dr. Uhl to take his life. This at- 
tempt followed close on the heels of 
the suit for separate maintenance 
filed by Mrs. Uhl in 1914. 

July 4 of that year, while Attorney 
Fred Choate of Choate & Stafford was 
immersed in a brief, he answered a 
telephone call. At the other end of 
the wire was Dr. Uhl, who, after dis- 
cussing the case with his attorney, 
casually remarked that he was going 
to end it all. 

“Here goes,” Mr. Choate heard the 
doctor say. Then the receiver clicked 
back into place. Seizing his hat, Mr. 
Choate ran out of his office hoping to 
reach the Severance building before 
Dr. Uhi could carry out his mad in- 
tention to commit suicide. On the 
way he notified an officer. Things 
moved briskly with the police depart- 
ment. 

When the officers reached the office 
door Dr. Uhl threatened to break a 
giass tube containing poison he held 
between his teeth if they broke open 
the door. The officers did not hesitate. 
They burst tn, and Police Chauffeur 
Canto grappled with the doctor and 
choked him, but not before the den- 
tist's teeth had broken the glass via! 
and some of the poison had trickled 
down his throat. He was taken to the 
Receiving Hospital, where the poison 
was pumped out. 

The separate-maintenance suit was 
dropped, but later Mrs. Uhl filed suit 
for divorce, in which she charged mis- 
treatment and undue familiarity with 
Miss Bedelle. These alleged relations 
were divulged to Mrs. Uhl in a letter 
she received February 5, 1913. She 
went to her husband's office to de- 
mand an explanation. 

The interview was stormy. In her 


complaint she relates what took place. 


She says Miss Bedelle turned to the 
doctor and asked: 

“Do you love me, doctor“ 

His reply was, “Of course I do.” 
Mre. Uhl told her story to Judge

ground of non-support and the cus- 
tody of her child. The court ordered 
Dr. Uhi to pay his wife $75 a month 
for one year and $85 a month there- 
after, in accordance with an agree- 
ment drawn up between the doctor 
and “his wife.

Louis, and it will be interesting for us 
to inquire why. The answer is that 


the other cities “boomed” inordinately 
for a year or two before the exposi- 
tions Were held, with the result that 
they overbuilt. St. Louis took a les- 


son from this fact and abstained from 
building, with the result that for two 
years after the exposition that city 
“boomed” amazingly. This proves 
the exposition is an important asset if 
it is rightly used. 

We are thinking now of our own 
city, Los Angeles, which although not 
an exposition city, lying between two 
of them is sure to be affected about as 
the actual exposition cities are. It 
has been a dull year in building in this 
city, and thereby lies our hope of the 
future. For ten years past the build- 
ing in this city has averaged $20,000,- 

a year. The total permits issued 
from January 1, 1904, to December 31, 
1914, was 115,358. The total cost of 
these buildings was $208,506,541. The 
last six months of 1914 were exceed- 
ingly dull in building lines. 

ere is no doubt in our mind that 
the expositions of this year north and 
south of us will bring a multitude of 
tourists to this city, and that the re- 
sult of these visitors here will be to 
attract attention to the city and its 
possibilities and attractions, with the 
result that for several years to come 
we shall reap substantial benefits. 


Can We Hold Our Own? 


A MERICA’S opportunity lies be- 
fore her today as it never has lain 
before. The terrible war that is 
devastating Europe has opened a wide 
door of opportunity to us, with a 
world of conquest lying behind it. 
These conquests are the peaceful con- 
quests of industry. Can we grasp the 
situation and do the work before us? 
There are three things necessary: 
a large population skilled in the indus- 
trial arts, an abundant capital to pay 
them and also to stimulate business 
in foreign countries, and à plentiful 
supply of power. 

In the earliest ages of our indus- 
tries water power was about all there 
was. Then came coal, and in spite 
of the discovery of oil and the inven- 
tions that apply electricity to indus- 
tries, coal may still be said to consti- 
tute the most important source of all 
our motive power. 

The supply of coal in the United 
States as estimated by engineers is 
given at 3,527,000,000, short tons. 
China with a little less than half of 
this amount comes next, and Great 
Britain falls away behind it. The 
supply of coal in sight in the United 
States is equal to that of fall the rest 
of the world combined. 

The production of coal in 1913 in 
the United States was 509,000,000 
long tons, nearly twice that of Great 
Britain, our closest competitor. At 
the present rate of growth we shall 
soon be turning out as much coal as 
all the rest of the world together. 

Another advantage in our favor is 
the low cost of the production of coal. 
Britain, our greatest competitor fifty 
years ago, found coal at the grass 
roots. This surface supply is now ex- 
hausted and her mines have been sunk 
to an immense depth. In 1913 the 
average annual export price of bitu- 
minous coal from Great Britain was 
$3.36 per ton, compared with $2.52, the 
value of exports from the United 
States. 

We are not only able to compete 
with Great Britain and all the rest of 
the world in the quantity and price of 
coal for home use, but also for*export. 
When the last century closed the total 


at full speed ahead Mr. Asquith in 


exports of coal from the United States 
were 7,000,000 tons. In 1913 this was 
21,000,000 tons. 

res answer emphatically in 
the affirmative the question of our 
ability to compete for the business of 
the world in one respect at least, that 
of the great motive power. 

Is there any question about our 
ability in other respects? To coal we 
add fuel oil, and to these two electric 
power from our wonderful streams. 
As to capital, we are well supplied, 
and our production of solid money an- 
nually is very great. Then for our 
population, it numbers today in our 
continental territory 100,000,000 of 
the most intelligent, quickest-witted, 
best-fed and therefore most energetic 
people on the earth. 


The Value of Classic Tongues. 


W E TALK of dead and living lan- 
ages. Some languages never 
die ey are as immortal as hu- 
manity. There are subjects like lan- 
guages that never die. One of these 
immortal subjects is the comparative 
usefulness of the so-called dead lan- 
guages in modern education. 
Recently we had here Dean An- 
drew F. West of Princeton Univer- 
sity, an instructor in Latin for thirty 
years. He announced that there was 
a notable revival in the study of the 
so-called dead languages; that is, the 
classical tongues Latin and Greek. 


The learned pundit was very enthusi- 
astic in his commendation of this re- 


vived interest in these tongues, but 


from the extent in which he indulged 
in the commendation it would seem 
as if it was a case of following St. 
Paul, who, it may be remembered, 
said: “I magnify my office.” 

This moot subject of the value of 
the study of the classical languages 
will probably last as long as the lan- 
guages themselves. To the man who 
is at once a_ scholar and acquainted 
with the practical affairs of life the 
discussion seems utterly useless. In 
the mind of the scholar and practical 
man the dead languages are concrete 
things, and according to the proverb 
there is a place for everything. So 
there is for these classical tongues. 
The other part of the proverb is that 
everything should be in its place. 
But according to Dean West and other 
scholars not thoroughly in touch with 
the practical affairs of life, the place 
for the dead languages would be ev- 
erywhere. 

The man of action rather than of 
thought, the totally practical man 
without much learning and without 
any high scholarship, takes the view 
diametrically opposite to that of Dean 
West. With the disdain born of i 
rance he pooh-poohs vehemently all 
study of the classical languages. The 
contempt for these tongues is con- 
fined entirely to those who know lit- 
tle or nothing about them. The 
doubt may very well be expressed if 
any man thoroughly versed in these 
tongues, who knows his Horace thor- 
oughly well, ever failed to have a 
deep affection for the classics and to 
count among his greatest assets his 
knowledge of them. 

In our opinion it would be a great 
mistake to conform the curricula of 
the modern colleges to those of simi- 
lar institutions even fifty years ago, 
when the study of Latin and Greek 
was obligatory. A deal of the 
contempt expressed for the study of 
these tongues comes from those who 
were made against their will to ac- 
quire a smattering of Latin and Greek. 
They never got practical good out of 
them to the extent of ‘the value of one 
copper cent. 

To the literary man there is no room 
to question the value of these studies, 
and the more profound the acquisition 
is the greater the value and the 
stronger the affection of the scholar 
for his Homer and Virgil. The classi-

A LL America is looking for im- 
mense growth in its industries, 
commerce and wealth from this time 
forward. We are naturally more in- 
terested in our own State than in 
other parts of the country, and the 
question is, what is California’s place? 
In our opinion the answer is, most ex- 
cellent. 7 
In the first place, our geographical 
position is the best, facing as it does 
the great Pacific Ocean with the teem- 
ing populations on either side of it all 
along the continent of Asia. Then the 
State itself is one of magnificent dis- 
tances and still more magnificent nat- 
ural wealth. The total area of Cali- 
fornia is a little over 100,000,000 acres, 
and of these more than 5,000,000 acres 
are under irrigation, the most produc- 
tive lands in the world. 

Our population is growing rapidly. 

Not to go back too far, in 1880 we 
numbered 864,694, and in 1910 2,377,- 
549. It is now rapidly approaching 
probably 3,000,000. n density of 
population it is still sparse. In 1850 
there was one person to two square 
miles, in 1880 five and a half per 
square mile. With the relative popu- 
lation of Rhode Island, California 
would have nearly 100,000,000 people, 
or a population equal to that of the 
whole United States. The San Joa- 
quin Valley alone, with 7,000,000 
acres, is capable of supporting 350,000 
families with a farm of twenty acres 
each. 
But while agriculture is still our 
great industry, our manufactures are 
taking rank with those of the other 
States and will grow amazingly. Be- 
sides our immense deposits of oil, Cal- 
ifornia has more than 5000 miles of 
rivers, with a total mean annual flow 
of 41,866,000 acre-feet, or electricity 
enough for a world.

But these figures give little idea of the 
wealth of this great republic and its possi- 
bilities in our foreign trade. The Argen- 
tine stands about tenth among the countries 
of the world in the average possessions of 


bulk of this money went over to Burope. 
Here are a few of the items: 

Let us first take the railroads. The capi- 
tal invested in them amounts to more than 
$1,000,000,000. The passengers number 
about 80,000,000 a year, and the freight car- 
ried is close to 40,000,000 tons. In 1913 the 
importations included 5000 new cars, and 
other railway material amounting to mil- 
lions. At the same time the country bought 
20,000 carriages, 5000 automobiles and 8000 
bicycles. 

I have referred to the 80,000,000 acres of 
land in cultivation. The implements for 
planting and harvesting them all come from 
foreign countries. In 1913 Argentina bought 
70,000 plows, 15,000 drills and more than 
1000 threshing machines. It bought 850 
mowers, 1700 harrows and 10,000 reapers 
and binders. Among the smaller items were 
11,000 rakes, 500 tons of pitchforks and 2000 
tons of spades and shovels, picks and hoes. 


Manufactures Not Great. 


The Argentine Republic is not a manufac- 
turing country. The land is generally fiat, 
and the streams are sluggish. Hence there 
is but little water power. The most of the 
coal comes from England, which is 5000 or 
6000 miles away, or from Australia, which 
is farther. Hence, most manufactured ar- 
ticles are imported. In 1913 the country 
spent tens of millions for manufactures of 
steel. It bought 17,000 bathtubs, 11,000 
pounds of sewing machine needles, more 
than 1,000,000 pocket knives and 27,000 iron 
wheelbarrows. It bought 125 tons of augers 
and bits, 546 tons of axes, 490 tons of files 
and 230 tons of wrenches. Its new type 
writers were over 6000; revolvers, 24,000, 
and razors, 336,000. It bought 104,000 sew- 
ing machines, more than 5000 windmills, 
31 tons of sheep shears and 110 tons of 
saws.

In the summer of 1864, when I was 12 
years of age, we were oh our annual visit 
to Quincy. There were an unusual number 
of horses in training at this time. I thought 
it great luck to be allowed to ride the train- 
ing colts taking their daily exercise. There 
were two brothers there, young Missourians 
from Colusa, Mart and Joe Gibson, who had 
a fine string of animals. I attached myself 
to them and had a good mount every day. 
Coming in from the track one day, when we 
reached the barns, a horse just in front of 


headlong against a pine tree, and dashed 
his brains out. That put a stop to my rid- 
ing. My mother asserted her authority and 


male halfbreed mastiff, which was nursing 
five or six puppies, about six or eight weeks 
old, One of them was born with a 
bobtall. He was brindle in color. His 
eyes were nearly covered of hidden 
with loose skin which hung over them, 
and the eyes were set in his head 
at an angle, ie. they dropped away 
from the nose.

the new President, Andrew Johnson, in the 
old Kirkwood House, which stood at Penn- 
sylvania avenue and Twelfth street. 

The funeral of the martyred President was 
held in the east room of the White House 
Wednesday, the 18th, at noon, the coffin be- 
ing then taken to the Capitol, where it lay 
in state in the rotunda till the 2ist, when 
the funeral train started for Springfield. It 
reached that town on the morning of the 
rd of May. On the 4th, amid a nation’s 
tears and the most impressive ceremonies 
that could be devised, the remains of Abra- 
ham Lincoln were placed in a vault in Oak 
Ridge Cemetery. 

To return to Booth and the rest of the 
conspirators. The assassin had fied from 
Washington, and, safely passing the guard 
on the bridge leading from Anacosta over 
the river, galloped down into Maryland along 
a road on which the conspirators had left 
friends with supplies of guns and whisky. 

Pursuit was begun by the government, 
Col. L. C. Baker having charge of the force 
sent out to capture the marderer. Knowing 
that Booth had sought refuge in Maryland 
and would probably attempt to cross into 
Virginia, Baker followed in his tracks, 
rightly arguing that a man in his condition 
could not conceal his identity. 

After some work in tracing the assassin, 
Baker at last stopped at the home of a 
farmer, Richard H. Garrett, near Port Royal, 
Va. Having every reason to believe that 
Booth and a fellow-conspirator, Herold, had 
stopped at this place, the soldiers sur- 
rounded the house about 2 o'clock in the 
morning of April 26 and rapped at the door. 
Old Mr. Garrett appeared and denied any 
knowledge of the men, but the young son 
informed Baker that those he sought were 
at that moment sleeping in a wagon-house 
or barn. 

Throwing a guard about this building, 
Baker sent young Garrett into the place to 
demand that the inmates surrender. Both 
men at first refused, but Herold at last 
weakened and came out to be manacled. 
Booth declared that he would never be 
taken alive, and stood his ground, far back 
in the shed, leaning on his crutch, with a 
carbine leveled at the door. 

A lighted wisp of straw was stuck through

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AN ENGLISH BREED. 
WRITDR in one of the Eastern pa- 
pers asks: “Are we to have a boom 
in Sussex fowl?” To which we reply 

it looks a little that way, for certainly the 
is commanding attention of late both 
and West. Exhibits of the breed were 
a feature of all the leading California shows 
this year, and in Los Angeles constituted 
the largest entry by a single exhibitor. 
Like the historic Dorking and the modern 
Orpington, the Sussex breed of fowls be- 
longs to the English class and has long 
been popular in Great Britain, where it is 
rated as a table fow!, though the hens are 
average layers of brown-tinted eggs. One 


are known as Sussex or Surrey fowls,” and 
another authority (G. Ferguson) in the fif- 
ties said: “Old Sussex or Kent fowls are 
closely allied to Dorkings, and bear strong 
affinity to them; in fact, in many instances, 
detection is impossible. The original birds, 
bred in Sussex and Kent, were longer in 
body, and, moreover, possessed but four 
claws, but being, in many instances, 
blended with the Dorking and@crossed, may 
be seen with four or five in the very same 
clutch and hatch. For weight, flesh, and 
early maturity, they are equal to the true 
Dorking, and may be regarded as no less 
valuable as marketable fowls. They pos- 
sess their principal characteristics in fea- 
ther and general appearance, there being all 
colors, all shades, and an innumerable di 
versity.” 

As we studied the breed in the exhibition 
pen, we noted a deep-bodied bird much, in 
type and shape, like the Orpington, but 
somewhat distinct from the Dorking. Those 
who are handling it, claim that it is of 
lighter bone and less feather than that 
breed, though it does not impress the writer 
so. Edward Brown, in his work on “Races 
of Domestic Poultry,” says: “The breast is 
broad in front, and should be carried well 
forward, the keel, and therefore the body, 
being deep. The shoulders are wide, the 
back broad and flat, tapering somewhat 
toward the posterior. The head is medium 
in size, with short, strong, and curved beak, 
and surmounted by a medium single comb, 
erect in both sexes; eye full and bright; 
face, comb, wattles, and earlobes red. The 
neck is medium in length and gracefully 
curved, with fairly full hackle. The tail is 
medium in size, the wings carried closely. 
Legs and thighs are stout, but not heavy, 
short and wide apart, with four toes on each 
foot. The legs, feet and toenails are white, 
and the skin white, clear, and fine in tex- 
ture.” 

There are four varieties of the breed: 
the Red, Brown, Light and Speckled. Of 
these the last mentioned seems the most 
popular in America. In cocks the head, neck 
hackle and tail coverts are rich reddish 


white; wing and wing bow red; tail white 
and black; breast black, each feather tipped 
with white; remainder of plumage black 
with a slight admixture of reddish brown.

In the Lights we have a bird in color 
scheme of plumage suggestive of the Light 
Brahma and Columbian Wyandotte.

Egg-iaying Contest at the P. P. Exposition. 


As an exposition feature an egg-laying 
contest is after all a rather prosaic affair, 
and in no way makes an appeal to the aver- 
age visitor like that of a beautiful ofl paint- 
ing or a choice example of the sculptor’s 
art; nor does it excite in the sense that a 
magnificent achievement in machinery or 
the sight of a handsome animal does. These 
are essentially exhibition features that at- 
tract all classes. An egg-laying contest has, 
however, an economic value that appeals to 
a class, and in so far as it develops practt- 
cal features and attains useful ends, it is to 
be commended. The breeds and varieties 
that have been entered in the contest, which 
is to cover a period of one year, are as fol- 
lows: S. C. White Leghorns, 30 pens; 8. C. 
Buff Leghorns, 2; White Wyandottes, 56; 
8S. L. Wyandottes, 5; Barred Rocks, 3; An- 
conas, 2; White Rocks, 2; Silver Hamburgs, 
1; Rhode Island Reds, 1; Rhode Island 
Whites, 1; White Orpingtons, 1; S. C. Black 
Minorcas, 2; Black Orpingtons, 1; crosses, 
“The Oregons,” 1. Thus it will be seen that 
in many of the entries there can be no com- 
petition, 

The birds are housed in a building espe 
cially constructed for them and located on 
the grounds of the department of live stock. 
Each entry consists of ten pullets between 
the ages of seven and eleven months. These 


sible for animals to burrow into them. 

They are in charge of trained experts who 
devote their entire time to this work. The 
arrangement of trapnests, roosts, dropping 
boards, watering tanks, mash feeders and 
other equipment is such as to be of the 
greatest utility value and at the same time 
to serve as object lessons for those who 
seek information as to the best methods of 
caring for poultry for the best results. 

The pullets are fed regular rations com- 
posed of elements which are not only rea- 
sonable in price, but which are so com- 
pounded as to produce good results In egg 
production. The scratch feed is made up 
of the following articles in the proportion 
named: Fifteen pounds of wheat, 7% 
pounds of barley, 7% pounds of cracked 
corn. This is weighed to each pen so that 
an exact record of the amount of scratch 
feed consumed is available. 

The pullets are also given a dry mash 
made up of the following ingredients:* Five 
pounds bran, five pounds shorts, three 
pounds meat scraps, two pounds soybean 
meal, five pounds ground barley, half pound 
fine charcoal, 1-10 pound salt. 

The record made up to December 31, cov- 
ering twenty-three days, is not to be taken 
seriously, as all the birds have scarcely be- 
come accustomed to their present conditions 


environment. Nevertheless, ft is 
esting to note that the White Leghorns are 
in the lead, the three highest records being 
50, 49 and 43 eggs respectively for each of 
three pens, the fifty-egg record being to the 
credit of California birds. Following are 
two pens of White Wyandottes with records 
of forty-one and forty eggs each; the crosses 
or mixed pen, entered as “The Oregons,” has 
thirty-one eggs to its credit.

Germany’s Dead-Letter Mail. 

[Pittsburgh Dispatch: ] The German 
postofiice is to spare the feelings, so far as 
possible, of the families of soldiers who 
have fallen in battle, when mail matter, non- 
deliverable for that reason, is returned to 
the sender. Hitherto it was the custom to 
stamp on the letter or package merely the 
word “fallen,” or “dead,” and send it back 
home to shock the relatives with this harsh 
brevity. Now the military authorities have 
been directed to use the words “iallen for 
the Fatherland,” or “fallen on the field of 
honor.” 

In still another way the authorities are 
trying to soften the blow of death notices 
from the front. Hitherto this was at- 
tempted only in country districts, where the 
returned mail of the fallen soldiers was 
handed over to the local authorities or the 
clergyman, who then undertook to break 
the fatal news gently to the family. Some 
thing like this is now to be done also in the 
towns and cities. The local authorities will 
now be asked to select some person suit- 
able for bearing the message of death.

the republic. The British lead. They are 
raid to own about $2,000,000,000 worth of 
property of one kind or other in Argentina, 
and they have more than $1,000,000,000 in- 
vested in the railways. They have taken 
the bulk of the private loans of this country, 
and it jars them to see some of the public 
loans going to the United States. Argen- 
tina is rich in resources, but she has to have 
money from the outside. She is in about 
the same shape as we were thirty or forty 
years ago, and she needs millions for public 
works of al] kinds. Among the big things 
now under way are the plans for paving 
Buenos Aires and the improvement of the 
harbor and docks and other port contracts. 
The city is now putting in subways. It has 
already one of the best in the world, and it 
is constructing another of a length of over 
six miles. The plans for the latter were 
prepared by J. G. White & Co. There is 
much land improvement going on, and there 
are irrigation and pumping schemes which 
will require a great deal of capital. In the 
valley of the Rio Negro is an trrigation 
scheme that will redeem 300,000 acres of 
desert, and there are other schemes for dik- 
ing and draining the lowlands along the 
Parana River that require the expenditure 
of millions. 


Hard Times. 


Just now times are hard in Argentina. 
At the time the war be the country was 
suffering from a financial stringency, and 
there had been failure after failure, amount- 
ing to millions. There was practically noth- 
ing doing at the Stock Exchange, and every- 
one was complaining. The war made things 
worse, and thousands of men are now un- 
employed. There are 30,000 out of work in 
this city alone, and similar conditions ob- 
tain in Rosario and in other places. The 
government is doing what it can to give the 
unemployed work on the streets and roads, 
and subscriptions are being made to an em- 
ployment fund to help the poor. At the 
same time food prices are rising and meat 
has increased 60 per cent. 

. And this brings me to the cost of doing 
business here in Argentina. This is not a 
cheap man’s country, and no one with only 
a few hundred dollars should come here ex- 
pecting to reap many thousands. In fact, 
one’s expense account is higher in Argen- 
tina than in the United States, and the bet- 
ter-class hotels are exceedingly costly.

Some Exacting Lawes. 


The commercial traveler who expects to 
come to Argentina should bear in mind that 
he will have to have a license for selling 
and also that there is a tariff to be consid- 
ered as to all importations. 

A different license is charged for each 
province, and here in Buenos Aires the an- 
nual fee for selling goods is $200 in gold. In 
the province of Entre Rios a similar license 
costs $300, and in some of the other prov- 
inces they range from $50 to $100. 

There are also laws requiring that all con- 
tracts be written on stamped paper; the 
value of the stamps being regulated by the 
amount of the contracts, ranging from 5 
cents to $50. All bills of exchange and 
promissory notes have to have stamps, and 
in addition certain of the provinces have 
their own special stamp taxes.

New York’s Great Armory. 

{Indianapolis News:] The Eighth Coast 
Artillery of the National Guard of New 
York will soon have an armory which will 
rank among the greatest structures of the 
kind in the world. It will be the largest 
and most complete armory and will take 
rank with many of the world’s famous forts. 
The structure is being reared on the site 
of the Jerome park reservoir in the Bronx 
section, and will have a floor space of 225,- 
000 square feet, which is about three times 
that of the Madison Square garden. If 
this space were filled with chairs it would 
seat thirty thousand persons and the gallery 
will seat 3000 more. A stroll around the 
interior of the drill room means a walk of 
a quarter of a mile. Eight thousand tons 
of steel entered into the construction of the 
frame work. In the basement there will be 
twenty two-hundred-yard rifie ranges. One 
of the most striking novelties of its equip- 
ment is that of dispensing with the board 
floor of the drillroom and the substitution 
of dirt covered with tanbark. 


England’s Second Nelson. 

{London Chronicle:}] When Nelson fell 
at Trafalgar he was only 47 years old— 
eight years less than Sir John Jellicoe’s 
present age—and the French commander, 
Admiral De Villeneuve, was only forty-two. 
The latter was a brilliant sailor, who had 
already fought against Nelson, and he 
thoroughly realized what the English tactics 
were going to be on this occasion. Indeed, 
he held a meeting of the captains of the 
allied fleet and lucidly explained them.

“PLYCATCHERS” AND OTHER INGECT- 

I1VOROUS PLANTS DISCUSSED. 

HE following letter, from T. J. Shang 

of Pasadena, is here given place, not 

because of its controversial argument 

to set right wrong impressions arising from 

the previously published article mentioned, 

but for its lucid explanation of the functions 
of various insectivorots plants. 

“In a late number of a local periodical, un- 


cules the statement made by the noted bot- 
anist, Charlies Darwin, that certain insectiv- 
orous plants caught and fed on insects; one 
¢ them being Dionaea Muscipula—the Iat- 
ter word meaning ‘fly catcher,’ commonly 
called ‘Venus’s Fiytrap;’ a native of the 
Carolinas. Though Peter Henderson may 
have made certain experiments with the 
plant he neither disproves nor contradicts 
the statement of Darwin and others. On 
the contrary, he distinctly admits and says 
in his ‘Handbook of Plants’ (1890,) twelve 
years after his experiment, that ‘they are 
always interesting from their singular in- 
sect-catching peculiarity.’ It is evident the 
writer is suffering from both ‘mental igno- 
rance and indolence’ on the subject. For 
his enlightenment I give a short description 
of the plant. To begin with, the insect- 
devouring propensity is not essential to the 
life of the plant. It can exist without it; 
while it has been shown by direct expert- 
ment that the food thus obtained is of great 
benefit. Neither does the plant grasp or 
snap at insects as the writer would have us 
believe. In the case of Dionaea the insect 
is caught by a purely mechanical move- 
ment; while in Drosera the insect is at- 
tracted and caught by a sticky fluid which 
Clistens in the sun. The leaf blade of Dio- 
naea being on a stalk bends upward in the 
form of a V (in section,) the inner surface 
is covered with reddish dots, seen under the 
microscope to be digestive glands, and un- 
less stimulated no secretion is carried on 
by them. On each half of the leaf are three 
long hairs jointed at the base so that they 
fold downward when the leaf closes, and 
crossing like the teeth of a trap. The 
slightest touch given to one of these hairs 
or a greater one to the leaf, causes immedi- 
ate closing of the two halves, which con- 
tinues until they come tightly together, and 
if an insect cause the movement it is cap- 
tured. Then the digestive glands com- 
mence to secrete a ferment which acts on 
the proteids (nitrogenous compounds which 
form animal tissues)—of the insect, and 
renders them soluble; then they are ab 
sorbed by the leaf. When the process is 
completed the leaf opens out again. 

“For further details on this subject see 
Macfarlane in Contributions from Botanica! 
Laboratory, University of Pennsylvania, | 
1892. There are no less than sixteen genera 
embracing upward of 300 species of these 
insectivorous plants: and I would call to 
mind our native Californian ‘Darlingtonia,’ 
which is a pitcher plant and also insectivor- 
ous. * 

It seems strange that any periodical as 
suming to be a horticultural authority 
should discredit the foregoing well-estab- 
lished facts. I would advise those readers, 
particularly the young, who have a taste for 
horticulture (and that taste distinctly shows 
a refined and enlightened disposition) to 
read Darwin's and Goebel's books on insec 
tivorous plants, and particularily Darwin's 
‘How Orchids are Fertilized,” one of the 
most interesting books written. The reader 
will find that instead of tending to mental 
indolence, it will, on the contrary, stimulate 
to mental activity, and a desire for further 
research and enlightenment.”
